Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) asked per- 
mission to present to the Dail as the first 
stage in its presentation to the Oireachtas a 
petition prepared in accordance with the mu 
visions of Article 48 of the Constitaton. he 
petition, he said, had heen signed by 75,000, 
the minimum number required by the Con- 
stitution; im fact, it hed been signed by 
96.000 voters, of whom not more than 15,000 
lived in any one constituency. 
In accordance with the Article, they asked 
for the provision of initiation by the people 
of proposals for tat ss ‘onstifational a 
;. Article stated :— 

anime, Oireachtas may provide for the 
initiation by the people of proposals for 
laws or  Comstitutional amendtfefits. 
Should the Oireachtas fail to make pro 
vision within two years, it shall, on the 
petition of not less than 75,000 voters on 
the register, of whom not more than 
15.000 shall. be voters in any one constitu- 
ency, either make such provisions or 
submit the question to the people for 
decision in accordance with the ordinary 
regulations governing the referendum. 

The Oireachtas had failed to make this pro- 
vision within two years. He asked that the 
petition be received by the Dail. The petition 
requested that provision be made for the 
initiation by the people of proposals to the 


Dail, 
NO MACHINERY. 

The SPEAKER said that Mr. de Valera 
had given him ample notice of his intention 
to present the petition. The Committee on 
Privileges had reported to the Dail some years 
ego that, except in certain cases, the practice 
of petitions should not be allowed. That 
report, which was adopted on the 27th 
February, 1924, referred to ordinary petitions. 
The present petition did not seem to him 
to be an ordinary petition, and, therefore, 
that decision did not apply to it. 

However. he had to point out that under 
Article 48 of the Constitution there was no 
machinery for verification of the facts, such 
es whether all the signatories were voters, 
or that not more than 15,000 were voters in 
any one constituency. [If there was ho 
objection, he was prepared — ' 
petition on behalf of the Dáil, and without 
expressing any view as to whether the step 
taken on behalf of the petitioners would fulfil 
the requirements of Article 48.

SAVING THE WOODS. 
DETAILS OF THE FORESTRY 


BILL. . 


Mr, HOGAN, Minister for Lands and Agri- 
culture, moved the second reading of the 
Forestry Bill. He explained that land for 
forestry was usually mountain land, and the 
difficulty there was that it was not easy, if 
not impossible, to decide accurately who had 
rights é commonage and grarng on such

só Ao essential to get rid of those 

power taken to acguire land for 
forestry purposes was penctioafly identical 
with the powers of the Commis. 
sion t© acquire land for the relief of 
omy ae _ The Department of Agriculture 
might acquire land compulsorily, except in 
the case of demesnes, town-parks, etc. It 
was essential that they should have a forestry 
p me for the next few years, and also 
to have some machinery by which undefined 
rights could be extinguished subject to com- 
pensation. 

There was a provision in the bill to prevent 
the country from being denuded of its woods. 
The bill provided the machinery to enable 
the ment to carry out any programme 
that the Dáil agreed to, and the extent of 
that work would be dependent on the amount 
of money that the Dáil would vote for it. 


LEEWAY. 

From 1880 on, the forestry operations in 
Ireland consisted in cutting down the woods 
grown in the previous century. In all, at 
present there were only about 220,000 acres 
of woods in the country, and if we were to 
provide all the timber. which could be grown 
in this country, required for our own use, we 
would need 500,000 acres. The percentage 
acreages of the Free State covered with trees 
was only 1.4 as compared with 9 per cent. in 
Denmark, and 5 or 6 per cent. in Holland. 

Forestry was an enterprise that could only 

carried oat by wealthy men who could 

wait a - long time íor the return of their 
money. ere were few such people in Ire- 
jand, and the duty must devolve mainly on 
the State. 
i The first important movement towards pro- 
per afforestation in modern times was in 1908, 
when, as a result of the sitting of a Depart- 
mental Committee, a sum of £6,000 per 
annum was voted for the purchase of woods. 

Mr. HOGAN then outlined the history of 
ore up to vo time of the Great War, 
when all activity in that respect was dro ; 
In 1920 it began again, when forestry aed 
was transferred to the Forestry Commission 
of the United Kingdom. He detailed the 
pu from that period & the present 
day, and said that at present the Forestry 
Department possessed 30,756 acres, obtained 
either by purchase or through the Land 
Commission. Of that area 16,000 acres had 
been planted or replanted. 


RAPID PROGRESS. 

There had been a rapidincrease since 1920. 
t was necessary to continue that progress, 
and even to expedite it, and it was essentia! 
to protect the {000 acres they had at the 
moment. At least they must insist that the 
Peg woods should be treated differently 
from the present practice. 

They did not intend to interfere unduly 
with the rights of owners or to issue a ukase 
prohibiting the cutting of timber, whether it 
was right or not; but everyone knew of cases 
of wanton cutting of woods, and the policy 
of the Department in such cases would be to 
interfere and prevent wanton destruction, or 
at least to regulate the cutting.

Mr. H. LAW (Government, Donegal) said 
that there was a great deal in the resolution 
of Deputy Fahy with which he agreed. As to 
the saving of the Gaeltacht, he did not think 
it was possible for anyone to give a complete 
solution to the blem. He did not believe 
much in the eme of migration. Greater 
attention should be given to the fisheries 
on the coast. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) criticised 
the economic policy of the Gevernment in 
regard to the Gaeltacht. He asked if the 
Government really suggested that the 
Ministry of Fisheries, already overburdened 
with its multifarious duties, was going to 
have time to leok after the Post Office, Civic 
Guards, schools, Excise officers, Local Govern- 
ment Departments and their officials, and to 
see that such employes would be Irish 
speakers in the Gaeltacht. 

Mr. M. KILROY (F.F., South Mayo) said 
that none of the speeches of the Ministers 
indicated that they had any policy in their 
mind to deal with the problem, 

Progress was reported, and the debate ad- 
journed until to-day. 


SLACK SCAB. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
J. COBURN (N.L., Louth) called the atten- 
tion of the House to a circular letter that 
had been sent to the farmers of the ‘black 
scab “in potatoes” area (Cooley), County 
Louth, prohibiting them from exporting 
mangolds, turnips, cabbages, etc., from any 
places in the scheduled area. He hoped that 
the Minister, after consultation, would ordes 
the withdrawal of the circular. 

Mr. FRANK AIKEN (F.F., Louth) sup- 
ported the plea for withdrawal of the cir- 
cular. 

Mr. P. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that the problem was a long-standing 
one in the Cooley area, but they were im 
a much more fortunate position than Creat 
Britain or Northern Ireland. In Great Britain 
the disease was fairly general, and in 
Northern Ireland the position was worse 
than it was in the Free State. There was 
no doubt that black scab was still present 
in the soil in the area, The main export 
trade from the area was to England, and 
when they restricted the export o! potatoes 
to England and districts outside, while there 
was a hardship, it was not nearly as big 
as some people thought. 

it would be a wanton act to allow toes 
out of the area in view of the fact that 
within the Jast three or four years the potato 
trade in this country had developed very 
considerably, and they were reaching a point 
where their potatoes were getting a reputa- 
tion in England, and particularly the seed 
potatoes, and it would be an absolutely 
wanton act to allow them out in those cireum- 
stances. If they had been quite logical in 
the beginning they should have made an 
order for mangolds and turnips as well as 
potatoes, but at tnav time it had not been 
definitely established that the soil attaching 
to the potatoes would carry the disease.

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The French Elections. 

The final results of the French elections, 
which have heen completed by the return 
of a member forGuadeloupe, constitute 
} not only a victory for the Poincaré policy, 
but a personal triumph for the Premier. 
Out of the 612 members of the new 
Chamber M. Poincaré can command the 
undivided allegiance of 312—namely, 158 
members of. the Republican Democratic 
Union, 93 Republicans of the Left, and 
61 Redical Republicans. In addition to 
these adherents, he can count on the 
general support of some twenty-eight 
Socialist Radicals, which gives him 
altogether a group of 340 in the new 
House. The actual opposition amounts to 
about 237, consisting of Socialist Radicals, 
Socialist Republicans, Socialists and Com- 
munist Socialisis; while on the extreme 
Right there are 18 Conservatives who fight 
a lone hand, and on the extreme Left 14 
Communists owing allegiance to nobody, 
as well as three solitary Aléatians in the 
Centre. M. Póincaré's hand, therefore, 
has been strengthened.. His own party, 
the Republican Democratic Union, has a 
net gain of 36 seats, while the Socialist’ 
Radicals, some of whom support him, but, 
the majority ofgwhom are bitterly opposed: 
to his policy, have Jost 19 seats. The new.

One of the most surprising features of 
the elections was the result of the polls 
in the two restored provinces of Alsace 
and Lorraine. For the first time in 
French history three deputies have been 
returned as avowed. Autonomists, while 
several of the - others, who support M. 
Poincaré’s general policy, have pledged 
themselves. to press for important reforms 
in the administration of the province of 
Alsace. Under the German régime of forty 
years the Aisatians, who are largely 
Roman Catholics, were allowed to have 
their own religion taught in their schools, 
and the clergy had an important influence 
in educational matters. Under French 
rule there has been a drastic change. In 
pursuit of its traditional policy the 
French Government has insisted on the 
complete “ secularisátion ” of the educa-

Trees and the Gaeltacht. 

In Dáil Eireann yesterday Mr. Hogan. 
Minister for Lands and Agriculture, moved 
the second reading of the Forestry Bill. 
The discussion revealed a widespread sus- 
picion of the proposal to control by means 
of licence the cutting of trees in the Free 
State. It was suggested that undue hard- 
ship would weigh upon the. farmer wh? 
was prohibited from cutting his trees 
according as he had need of timber. Critics 
of the Government 's proposals, however, 
failed to suggest alternative measures 
whereby the continuous stripping of the 
country might be arrested. Mr. White said 
that, if the presént course-were continued, 
there soon would be nothing save corse 
and brambles in County Waterford; 
and the saying is true of the whole 
| country. It is: difficult to devise 
a formula which will give the State 
nécessaty control over the cutting of 
timber and yet wil] maintain the rights 
of the individual farmer. Obviously the 
only solution is to empower the State to 
forbid cutting and to trust to the vigilance 
of Parliament to check abuses. Another 
phase of the problem of the country’s 
woods was raised by Mr. Goulding, 
who said that, whereas seedlings could be 
got for nothing before the Great War.

The Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture applied a cold 
douche of common-sense to the debate. 
He pointed out that expenditure on petty 
improvements to roads and houses, while 
it might provide some temporary employ- 
ment, would do nothing to render the 
uneconomic holder a _ self-supporting 
Through all the speeches ran 
the reminder that the peuple of the 
Gaeltacht are doing little to save either 
their speech, in which most of the deputies 
professed interest, or themselves. The 
proposal that the Gaeltacht should be 
encouraged to produce its own textiles, 
and should be “protected” against the 
import of other materials, was ridiculed 
by Mr. Hogan. It serves, as a re- 
minder of the fact that the people of thé 
Gaeltacht long. since have abandoned 
respect for their own products, They press 
their homespuns on tourists, English and 
American, at extravagant prices; but they 
themselves do not wear them. We approve 
of a thrifty expenditure on the scientific 
training of the youths of the West in their 
native crafts, on the reclamation of 
land, and on the improvement of 
the fishing industry. Expenditure, how- 
ever, will be fruitful only if it assists self- 
help, but does not™-supplant it.. Dr.

Government. Elderly persons everywhere 
remember. a time «when -croquet was 
virtually the only game permitted to 
women, and when the first. women cyclists 
were objects of shocked curiosity on the 
roads. ‘To-day women hold their own with 
men at lawn tennis, golf and swimming ; 
many girls ean walk their brothers “ off 
their feet,’’ and nearly every girls’ school 
has its gymnasium and hockey ground. 
The immense boons of this change to 
women's health and happiness are mani- 
fest, and the world would have no patience 
with anybody who should propose to set 
back. the clock. The Pope is careful to 
express approval of such forms of physical 
culture. His censure, we may be- 
lieve, is reserved’ for certain de- 
velopments with which Ireland has 
become familiar through the _ illus- 
trated newspapers. In France, Ger- 
many, Italy, and even in England, 
many girls are devoting themselves to 
public sports which demand violent exer- 
tion and sometimes, it would seem, a 
notable scantiness of clothing. They com- 
pete for “records ” in hundred-yards and 
quarter-mile races ; they vie in high jump- 
ing and long jumping and in the throwing 
of heavy weights. These performances are 
done before crowds of male spectators. His 
Holiness surely is in the right when he 
says that they are “irreconcilable with 
woman's reserve,’’ and that in this matter 
Christian Europe ought not to be less 
modest than pagan Rome, Furthermore, 
the extreme exertion that is required by 
such sports as track-racing, weight- 
throwing. and competitive rowing must be 
bad for even the most robust women; 
already, no doubt, it has shortened many 
lives. We hope that the Fascist Govern- 
ment will pay due heed to the Pope’s 
warning, and that the Irish people never 
will give the slightest encouragement to 
the practices which it deplores.

The Film Industry. 


The French Government is resolved that 
a fair system. of give-and-take shall be 
established between the French cinemato- 
graph industry and the American in- 
dustry. It decreed some weeks ago that, 
for every four American films which are 
shown in France, one French film must be 
bought by the United States; and it de- 
mands that a larger number of French 
actors shall be employed by American pro- 
ducers. In answer to this move Holly- 
wood launched a formidable threat. It 
said that, if the French Government’s de- 
cree were not withdrawn, all the American 
cinema firms in France would be closed 
and some eight thousand French people 
would be thrown out of employment. The 
threat was not effective; for the Govern- 
ment refused to “climb down, ” and some 
of the French newspapers said that a 
general withdrawal of American films 
would be no great loss to French 
audiences. Thereupon Mr. William Hays, 
a magnate of the. American industry, 
hastened to Paris and explained that 
Hollywood's threat had been misunder- 
stood—that it implied only a temporary 
suspension of new films. Mr. Hays is 
engaged now in negotiations with M. 
Herriot, the Minister for Public Instruc- 
tion. It is expected that an agreement 
will be reached, but M.. Herriot is taking 
a. firm attitude, for which he has the 
Cabinet’s approval. M. Burguet, president 
of the Society of Film Authors, seems to 
express public opinion when he says: We 
cannot allow the French cinema to be 
annexed by the Americans.’’ France's 
action will stremgthen the increasing re- 
volt of the British and German industries 
against Hollywood's monopoly.

VACCINATION BILL IN

IRISH MEDICAL COMMITTEE’S 
WARNING.

“The Executive Committee of the. Irish 
Medical Committee has learned with anxiety 
of the proposal at present before the Dail to 
permit exemption from compulsory vaccina- 
tion on the plea of conscientious objection. 
In.the opinion of the Committee, any tamper- 
ing with the compulsory. action of the 
Vaccination Laws would be likely to render 
the laws nugatory, and to expose the popula- 
tion of the Irish Free. State to the grave 
danger of an epidemic of small-pox. The 
danger is all the greater because of smal!-pox 
now being vife in England, a condition which 
has been brought about by the verv step 
which it is now proposed to take in the Trish 
Free State.’’

MR. CHURCHILL'S ILLNESS,

| THURspaY Nicer. 

Mr. Churchill, who is suffering from 
chill, has been ordered by his medical ade 
visers not to receive visitors. His throat 
is affected, and he has nearly -lost his 
voice. It was owing to this illness that 
Mr. Churchill was unable to be present 
in the House last night when Mr. A. M. 
Samuel, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, became so involved that he 
made a mistake in the debate on the 
Budget. He first refused to accept an 
amendment reducing the tax on mechani- 
cal lighters, and then accepted it; but 
finally it was withdrawn. It is to be 
brought forward again when Mr. 
Churchill is in the House. There was 
much discussion regarding this incident in 
the Lobby this afternoon, and members 
were wondering what will be the outcome. 
Mr. Samuel, when questioned to-day, said 
that he could say nothing about the 
matter, but must refer questioners to the 
report of the debate. Sir Laming Worth- 
ington Evans is to take charge of the 
income tax resolution down for discussion 
this evening, but this, it is understood, 
was arranged some time ago. 


Anglo-German Relations. 


The statement; published by Dr. Stres® 
mann, regarding the interviews which he 
had with Lord Birkenhead during the 
latter’s recent visit to Berlin, leaves the 
impression that Lord Birkenhead’s visit 
had more political significance than was 
supposed. It appears that there was a very 
exhaustive discussion over Anglo-German 
relationships. Soon after the visit rumours 
were spread abroad that Lord Birkenhead 
was trying to arrange some kind of Angio- 
Franco-Germanic . combination against 
Soviet Russia, and in Parliament there 
were signs that certain back-bench Labour 
members were credulous as to the possi- 
bility of such an agreement. Dr. Strese- 
mann effectually dispels the rumour, 
however, and denies that the matter was 
ever touched upon in the conversations 
which took place between himself and 
Lord Birkenhead. It is almost too much 
to hope that the Labour back-benchers will 


| accept Dr. Stresemann’s denial. 


Russian [ntrigues. 


Sir William Joynson Hicks, the Home 
Secretary, ig. now in possession of a re- 
markable series of documents, containing 


-a full account of the activities of the Com- 


munist and minority parties in this 
country during the past year. This, re- 
port was presented last month to an inter- 
national conference of Communist agents 
in. Moscow, and the information contained 
in it is likely to prove of substantial value 
to the police in their watch over the con- 
tinued activities of the revolutionaries. 
The examination of the books of the two 
Russian banks in London, which is being 
carried out in connection with allegations 
that gun-men had been financed through 
their agency, is still proceeding, and 1s 
expected to yield some interesting in- 
formation. It is expected that the inquiries 
will be completed so that a statement may 
be made in the House of Commons next 
week. 

Dog-Racing. 

The Government has decided that it 
will give a day for the discussion on the 
Dog-Racing Bill in the House of Commons, 
in deference to the wishes of the pro- 
moters of the measure, who includ» 
members of all parties. The bill seeks to 
provide for the licensing of dog-racing 
courses, the local authorities to be the 
licensing authorities, and to have power 
to impose conditions on the grant of such 
licences. Mr. John Buchan, who is the 
principal advocate of the bill, experienced 
no opposition when he introduced it; but 
it is understood that he will be strongly 
opposed. on the second reading, the date 
of which has not yet been fixed. 


The Money Case. 
The Commissioner of Police intends to 


make a full inquiry into all the circum- 


stances attending the arrest of Sir Leo 
Money in Hyde Park recently, and it will 
be held at Scotland Yard next Monday. 
A c6nference also is to take place between 
the Home Secretary and the heads of the 
police in connection with the case. It 
will be remembered that the proceedings 
at Marlborough street Police Court yester- 
day were dismissed by the magistrate, who 
awarded Sir Leo Money ten guineas 
towards his costs, though it is said that 
the expenses of the defence amounted to 
anything between £150 and £200. The 
Home Secretary is to be asked next Monday, 
in reference to the case, whether, in view 
of the results of recent prosecutions of a 
similar character, he is satisfied that 
sufficient care is taken to establish the 
trustworthiness of the evidence before the 
charge is made. 


Gun-Ruanning. 


There was some surprise to-day when it 
became known that the police from 
Scotland Yard had carried out another 
big raid early this morning with the idea 
of searching for arms guspected to have 
been concealed by men engaged in gun- 
running, . This time the raid was in 
Limehouse, and two houses on opposite 
sides of a street were raided simul- 
taneously. Both houses were ransacked 
from top te bottom, but it is said that 
nothing was discovered. Aceording to 
information secured by the police, a trade 
in revolvers is being carried out between 
Vugland and foreign cvuntries by Oriental 
seamen and it is believed that the arms 
are secreted in Chinatown. 


The Princes Next Tour. 


lt.is scarcely news that the Prince of 
Wales intends to pay a visit to Kenya 
and other places in Eastern and Northern 
Africa during the late autumn, as it was 
first announced some months ago. The 
Prince’s entourage has been in communi- 
cation with the Government departinents 
of the different districts which he proposes 
to visit, in order to ascertain facts regard- 
ing roads, resting places, and travelling 
conditions, since the tour will be mainly 
a motor one. Once the replies have been 
received and collated they will be sub- 
mitted to the Dominions Office, and Mr. 
Amery will take a leading part in the 
arrangements. The Prince possibly may 
pay a visit to Egypt, and, should he 
decide to do so, he will go there about 
the end of September before proceeding to 
Kast Africa, Northern Rhodesia, the 
Transvaal} and Cape Town. He will 
return to England early in the new year. 
The visit. will be more or less of an 
informal character.
